the Koats and the Sheep, the Floeks and the 


Herts, and the Huſpantry committed to his 


Care abroat in the Field ; anc yet for all 
that, his Phatter had neffer giffen him fo 


much as a Kid of the Koat to make merry 


with his Frients ; bat afſcon, ſaith he to his 
Phatter, as This Protikel F thine comes home, 
who hath tefoureld thy Liffmg-with Harlots, 
thou haſt killet for hin the e Calf... 


Thus, my Pdloffed, you may > ing 
py the Context, that the Protikal's elter 
Prother, the firſt- porn poy, hat conceiv't a 
kreat Angrement akainſt his own Phatter, 
for killing the fattet Calf upon the Return 
of a Protikal that hat teffoured his Liffing 


with Wh-—res, for ſo the Wort Harlots in 
the Kreek doth import; and, in the Heat of

his Paſhon, he reproacheth the Olt Man 
with. Want of powels towarts him, in neffer 
making him any Aknowletchment for his

Prother, for 
his kreat Joys on occaſhons of the Pro- 
tikal's Return ; and for the ſmall Re- 
garts he ſhew't to him : Son, thou art 
fer with me, and all that 1 vaſe 15 
thine, 


I. The Reception the Protikal met with 
from his Phatter on his Returns home ; and | 


that was ffery kint and koot, much petter 
than he teſerffe. 


Py the Context it ſhoult ſeem as if the 
Protikal hat peen ffery ſcupffily uſed py the 
Far Countrymen Abroat, who, when his 
Moneys was all ſpent and kone, ftript him,

of his Cloths, and turn't him into the Fielt 
to feed among the Swines ; ſo faith the Pa- 
raple : And ekot they ſerffe him right enuff, 
for what puſineſs hat he among the Pepgars? 
The Serffants in his Phater's Houſe liffe per- 
ter than the peſt of em; and yet, like a 
Plockheat, he was neffer eaſſy, neffer quiet 
not content but when he was among em: 
While the Pag of Money laſtet, he was 
kreat Man, liff 't ffery well, hat koot roaft, 
koot boilt, and koot toaſtet Sheeſe he 
laugh, and they laugh (in their Sleeves ekot), 
But aſſoon as the Pag was empty, no more 
laugh, no more riotous Liffing; the Far- 
Countrymen look ffery krave; and Want 
pegan to pinch the Protikal, and pring him 
to a petter way of thinking: He krew 
ſham't of himſelf, and peing fooliſh Poy and 
afrait to return home, he ſtay't koot while, 
{ufter't kreat teal, but at laſt he cry to comg 
pack akain: And then the Olt toating Pha- 


ter, whoſe Powels hat yernt after him, peing 
told he was on the Roat Home, while he 


was yet on the Way, in a ſhabby Contition, 
without Coat, without Shoes or Shirt, and 
neffer a Penny in his Preeches, as the Worts 
of the Paraple ſeemeth to imply, went out 
to meet him, and when he behelt him in 
TE, | that

that pitiful Pickles, he fell upon his Neck, 


and kiſſet him, and cry't offer him; and fo 


haffing hearten't him up, (neffer once ſay an 
ill Wort to him, not he) but take him home 
to koot clean Houſe (reaty prepar't) and 
warm Fire- ſite; and call't his Serffants apout 
him, call't em a'moſt all; make tamm't 
Puſtle; one run, and another run; fetch this, 
and fetch that; pair his Nails for him (ekot 
they want pairing much ;) waſh his Face and 
Hants, put him on clean Shirt, new Shoes, 
and then fetch the krand Robe, the ffery peſt 
Robe of all, and put upon his Pack, and a 
Ring (or Siknet, for ſo it is in the Oriſhinal) 
upon his Hant ; and all this out of Loffe and 
kreat koot-will to the Protikal in Preffer- 
ences and Mortifications to the Elter Prother; 
for we do not learn py the Paraples, though 
effery Thing was his, that effer he hat peen 
apparel't ſo; no, no, he was kept at a kreat 


tiſtance, not ſo much intulſh'd, but turn't 


out in the Fielt to ſhift among the Koats, 


and no Notice taken of him; no, not ſo 


much as to kiffe him a Kid to make merry 
with his Frients ; put the Teffil-and- all was 
ſpent and laid out upon the Protikal,

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But to proceet : As ſoon as the Protikal 
was treſſed out in a krand Manners, What 
do you think they tid then ? Why I will tell 
you, my Peloſſed, the Phater caus't the 
fatted Calf to pe prought, and kilt. and kreat 
Feaſt to pe mate; infite't all his Frients and 
Acquaintance apout him, the Lorts and the 
Laties, and all the kreat Folks, but neffer 
once thought of the poor Poy abroat in the 
Fielt ; and ſo they pegan the Entertainment 
without him : And when the Protikal hat 
feaſtet and fill't his Pelly, then they haffe 
Trinking, and Muſick, and Tancing, and 
all Kints of Merry-making ; and the Proti- 
kal pegan to krow unlucky (was ffery apt to 
krow unlucky, that he was,) and wanton, 
and to forget the Pickles he was in when he 
came from the Far Country ; but while all 
this Merriment was koing forwart, the Elter 
Prother came, and hearing the Mufick and 
Tancing, he aſkt, What theſe Things meant? 
and was tolt, Thy Prother is come, and thy 
Phatter hath killt the fattet Calf, pecauſe 
be hath receiſſed him. ſafe and ſcunt 
that was true enough, ekot ; he was ſafe and 
ſount, but tamm't ſhabby; nothing apout 


him worth a Kroat—.— the kreat Pag of

Money he carry't to the Far Country was 
all ſpent and kone upon ſtrange Women and 
other Depaucheries, (as hur hath alreaty 
ſhewn in hur former Preachment) and no- 
thing remain't but the Pody of him, 


waſtet a little with Wh---ing inteed, but 


ffery ſtout and ſount, and ſafe enough; for 
Nopody in the Far Country woult hurt it, 


pecauſe of the kreat Pag. 


And now, when the Elter Prother, who, 


py peing out in the Fielt, a kreat way from 
home, was iknorant of the riotous Toings 
koing forwarts within Toors, had receive't 
Informations of the Occaſion of the Merry- 
ment, his Plood was up, and he was in a 
Paſhon and a kreat Paſhon too; and ffery 


well he might, for he hat peen koot Chilt, 


neffer tranſgreſs but once, and yet the Phat- 


ter hat rejectet him, turn't him a- trift a- 


mong the Peaſts to liffe in a kint of mi- 
ſeraple Paniſhment, without peing call't 


home to partake of the koot Things in his 
Phater's Houſe, or haffing ſo much as a 
Kid giffen him to make merry with his 


own Frients Aproat : And this prings me 


to the Secont Heat propoſe't to pe conſi- 
der't in this Preachment; which is, 


II.

he was angry, and would not go in, faith the 
Paraple : And ekot there ſeems to pe ffery 
koot Reaſon for not koing in — pecauſe, 
as you haffe hear't, he was not infited in 
proper time. — When the Protikal hat 
feaſtet, and filt his Pelly, was pot-ffaliant, 
and full of ffanity on his Olt Phater's effitent 
tiſtinguiſhments in his Faffour, the koing in 
ſo unſeaſonably coult pe protuctive of no 
goot — only haffe pred tamm't Quarrel, 
and ſet the whole Company to Loggerheats j 
and the poor neklected Poy, hafting few or 
none of his peſt Frients apout him, might 
haffe peen kil't in the Squapple ; and there- 
fore his Angerment was fiery properly ffent- 
ed, in private, to his Olt Phater ; who then, 
inteed, entreated him: But it was now too 
late — the Pig was deat — the Feaſt was o- 


ver; and this Entreatments was no Entreats 
ments at all. 


And now, my Peloffed, hur ſhall take 
Occaſions to conſiter this ſeemingly unnatu- 
ral Uſage of the Phater towards this Elter 
Shild of his, pecauſe in all other Regarts, he 
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hath the Appearances and Characters of koot 
Sort of Olt Pody. FL 


Some ffery learn't Welch Commentaw- 
tors have, inteed, inferr't from this unequal 
Pehaviour towarts the two Prethren, not- 
withſtanting the apparent Intucement to the 
Contrary, as one was ſoper goot liffer, the 
other protikal rakiſh Fellow, that the Elter 
Poy mult either haffe peen Baſtart, or poor 
Motherleſs Poy py a former Ffenter ; and 
ekot this laſt is the moſt propable Conſtruc- 
tion py a kreat teal, as hur ſhall enteavour 
to proffe from the Paraple — for, if he hat 
peen Baſtart, the Rite of Succeſſions to the 
Inheritarice coult not haffe peen his, as it 
untoubtedly was, from the Sayings of the 
Phater to him, all that ] haffe is thine, which 
could not haffe peen ttue, if he hat peen Ba- 
ſtart : No, no; no Baſtart, but lawfully pe- 
gotten Shilt, porn in Wetlock — Mother 
deat inteed, and deat a kreat while, and no- 


pody Jeſt to ſpeak koot Wort for him with 
the Olt Phater. 


But here there ariſeth another Tifficulty, 
and that is, If all that the Phater hat was the 
Poy's, Why he ſhoult pe fo croſs as keep all

And, inteed, this Queſtion, at firſt few, 
ſeems harter to make koot Anſwers to, than 
the preceeting : But Rice ap Caradocb, the 
Preach-maker pefore quotet, hath enteavourt 
to clear up this Opſcuritys, py opſerffing, 
that the Elter Prother muſt haffe peen ſtup- 
porn Poy, and not koot nor tutiful to his 
Olt Phatter at all ; but foreffer ffexing and 
thwarting him, neffer content, but tiſſatiſ- 
fied with the Serffants and Tennants, wrang- 
ling and quarrelling with them, and turning 
the one out of their Places, and the other 
out of their Twellings and Hapitations upon 
ffarious friffolous Pretences ; ſome for peing 
too ſturty, ſome for keeping up olt Cuſtoms, 
and ffery many, pecauſe they woult n't turn 
Chriſtian, (for, accorting to our learn't Toc- 
tor, Olt Man was Heretic, and the fooliſh 
Poy chanſh't his Reliſhon to ffex him, and 
oppoſe him to his Teeth.) At laſt the Fa- 
ter's Ploot roſe, and when his Bloot was up, 
ekot ſtan't clear —— And fo, faith our Au- 
thor, he took Tiſtates to the piggoted Pup- 
Py, turn*t out a-Toors, into the wite Fielts,

Pody coult liffe quietly for him at home 
the Poy look after the Sheep well enough a- 


proat, tho' he hat not a Heat to manage the

Now, my Peloffed, if hur might ſpeak hur 
mints freely, the learn't Toctor's Comments 
is koot rationaple way of Explanation, and 
kiffes kreat Lights into this otherwiſe tark 
Matters : for the Elter Prothers Confferſa- 
tions in the Paraple is ffery churliſh, ffery craſs 


to his Olt Phater — ffery untutiful inteed | 


and then to change his Reliſhon, that you all 
know, was ffery proffoking, and the more 
proffoking pecauſe it looks as if he hat peen 


atffance't to the High- Stewartſhip of his Olt 


Phaters Eſtate, who hat entruſtet to his Tiſ- 
cretions the Power of placing and tiſplacing, 
putting out and taking in, effery Pody apout 
him; and therefore what puſineſs hat he to 


make Change of Reliſhon, or to mint Reli- 


ſhon at all; his Puſineſs was to haffe ſharp 
Eye offer the Serffants, to ſee they tid Duty, 


not pilfer, nor ſteal, nor waſte, nor make 
Plunter ; but to do Juſtice to the Tennants, 


not harraſs, nor plaque, nor raiſe their Rents : 
And to mint that Things were manag'd fru- 
kally 
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kally for the Kood of the Olt Man; that 
effery Pody apout him fare't alike ; and that 
there was no Conniffings petween the upper 


Serffants and the Tenants, 'no Priberys, no 
Corruptions, no Rogueries among em. — 


This was his Puſineſs to mint, and that all the 
Grounds and Lands were well fence't and 


profidet, that the Tenants might baffe no- 
thing to fear from the Wolffes, and the Fox- 
es, and the Weaſles that might pe lurking 


apout to do Miſchief: But inſteat of toing 


this, which he ought to haffe tone, he puſie't 
his Heat apout Reliſhon which he ought not 


to haffe tone ; and inſteat of looking with 


kreat Circumſpections after the ffery peſt, he 


fide, accorting to the forekoing Commenta- 
tions, with the ffery worſt Serffants his Pha- 
ter haffe, to turn effery Thing up-ſite down, 


hang up one, ſtarffe another ; teprive this 
koot Olt Pody of his Lifting, turn that out 
of Houſe and Home, and ruin him ſoreffer; 
ſome of the Tenants he. put into the Pailies 
Hants, who hurry them to Goal ; others he 


trump up Story akainſt, and take all they 


haffe. Koot olt faithful Serffants that tiſ- 
like all this, and complain of ſuch ffiolent 
Proceetings he tiſcharge, and put ſupple 


creeping Knaves in their room, who con- 


nive

nive to ruin and break the Phater's Heart. 
Beſites he keep none but Plack-guarts apout 
him, who were foreffer putting ſome Ro- 
query or other in his Heat; tamm't itle miſ- 
chief- making Fellows, who haffing nothing 
in this Orld to do, were continually plot- 
ting ſome Ruination or other akainſt the Po- 
ties and Souls of koot, nn n 
ous People. 


Theſe hot-heated Toings krieve the Olt 
Phatter much, who not peing aple to bear 
the Intignities and Sefferities exerciſed upon 
his honeſt peſt Serffants and Tenants, and 
finting him a ffery unfit Perſon indeet to pe 
Heat-Stewart of a kreat Eſtate (after telling 
him offer and ofter what woult follow as the 
Conſequences of theſe Extraffagances) at laſt 
tekraded him from that Tignity, and put the 
Protikal in his room : --- this ſtick helliſhly 
in the Elter Prother's Stomach ; but he may 
effen thank himſelf, If he hat peen koot- 
contition'd Youth, tone as his Phater woult 
hafte hat him, not trouple't his Prains with 
Reliſhon, but put away thoſe hot-headet fiery 
Fellows from apout him, and hearken't to 
the olt truſty Serffants that knew what it was 
to kiffe koot Counſel, he woul't neffer haſfe 


peen

peen put away himſelf : But no, no; no- 
thing woult do but his own way, and fo e- 
kot he hat it. The olt Man neffer like him 
after warts, neffer kave him Kroat, and moſt 
of the Tenants were glat he was gone, tho 


ſome like him ffery well, and wiſh him ffery 


well, yet none of his olt Frients dream of 
koing to fetch him to the Feaſt of the fattet 
Calf, 


And now the Protikal came into Faffour : 
He was koot Lad enough to the Tenants, 
and ffery koot to Olt Phater ; always let 
him do as he woult, and haffe effery Thing 
as he like to hafte it ; make no puſtle apout 
Reliſhon ; neffer once trouple his Heat apout 
it — would now and then coax the Olt Man, 


tell him fine Tale, and funn him out of the 


Money to ſpend abroad — but neffer meddle 
or make with the Tenants, other than to ſee 
they pay't their Rents, and keep Things in 
Repair : and thus the Protikal pehave ffery 
well on his firſt Atvancement ; till ketting 
Py tegrees a pad Hapit of Rampling, he krew 
kreat Spendthrift ; took Diſlikings to home ; 
which mate ſuch as like him peſt plaguie 
peeviſh and fretful when he was kone — 
Ekot ſome were ſo mad at his koing Times

after Time, and ſpending Pag after Pag, that 
they pegan to wiſh him to ſtay there for 
koot, pecauſe he he was foreffer ſeeking Pre- 


pad grumbling when he was abroat, that's 


the Truth of it, a kreat teal of Tiſcontent 
and ill Bloot ; but when he return, the Old 


Phater receive him with Joy ; which was 


the Cauſe of the Angerment of the Elter 


Prother, who, pecauſe he hat peen force't to 


ko from the Stewartſhips onee, was neffer re- 


ceiv't into Faffours more. This mate him 
ffery melancholys, and he complain to his 


Olt Phater of this harſh Treatment in Terms 
that melt the Olt Man's Heart; which 


- prings me, 


III. Laſtly, to conſiter the Apologies the 


Phater make for the kreat Joys ſhewn for 


the Prtikal's Return, on the one Hant; and 
for the Tiſregarts ſhewn to the Elter Prother, 


on the other: Son, ſaith he in the Paraples, 
Thou art fer with me, and all that I baffe is 
 #hine ; and adds, It was meet that we ſhoult 


make merry, and be glat; for this tby Prother 
was deat, and is alive agan; and was loſt 
and is fount. The elter Prother accuſes the 
the Protical in the Paraple of tevouring the

ings Abroat, and neklecting his Stewartſhips 
at Home; regarting nothing but his Plea- 
ſures, his Ffanities, and his Paſtimes; but 
the Phater knew his Bloot was up; and when 
Bloot is up what's ſai't koes for nothing; and 
inſteat of Aggraffations, he miltly enteavour 
to appeaſe his Angerment, py telling him, 
that it was meet to pe merry, pecauſe this 
thy Prother was deat, and is alive akain ; 
awas loſt, and is fount; which Worts * 
tiſtinct 2 | 


This hy Rude dos deat, and is aliffe a- 
gain, is a fikurative Expreſſions, my Peloffed, 
ſiknifying that the Protikal was in a State of 
Inactiffity; for Death itſelf is nothing but a 
ſtate of Inactiffity; a temporary Ceſſations of 
all the Powers and Faculties of Mint and Po- 
dy: Therefore his peing deat means no more 
here, than that he hat ceas't from thinking; 
neffer thought at all, but like heetleſs Plock- 
heat, follow't the ffain Imachinations of his 
own Folly: And what was the Conſequen- 
ces? why, I will tell you; While he was in 
this thoughtleſs States, effery Pody apout him 
make Pargain to chouſe him of his Money; 
to ſhuffle him into one Premenetie or other; 
to

to make Cat's Paw ; to humm him, e'kot, 
to make great Puſtle apout pulling a Moat 
out of the Moon's Eye, or placing a Feather 
in the Eagle's Tail; and then to laugh at 
him for a Wiſeacre to trifle with ſuch Faka- 
ries — So much for his peing deat — and as 
for his coming to Life, that means no more 
than the Protikal's turning his Eyes inwarts, 
and fliewing his own fooliſh Toings ; which 
is all hur ſhall ſay of his being deat and alife. 


And now, Peloffed, hur ſhall lapour to 


make clear to your Comprehenſions thoſe o- 
ther Worts, He was loft, and he is fount, which 
is fikurative Expreſſion too: Peing loft, im- 
plies an Incapacities of finding out where a 


Pody is, or of unterſtanding what he is a- 


pout; and that is a ffery ſad Situation, ekot 
is it: To pe enkag' d in a Puſineſs, ſo as not 
to know how or why it pegan, nor where or 
when it will ent, is to pe loſt inteed ! in the 
full Senſe of the Paraples ; and this no toubt 
was the Protikal's Caſe ; For while he con- 
tinue't in his unthinking State in the Far 
Country, he enkag'd in effery purzling Pu- 
ſineſs that any Pody hat in Hant; neffer 


think what it woult come to at laſt, pecanſe 
he neffer think at all, and fo he make him- 


ſelf Peggar, before he knew what Situations

he was in; be fool't away his money in 
the far Country, kot himſelf teeply in Tebt, 
fovnt the Far- countrymen pegin to krow 
weary of him and teſpiſe him, and that he 
woult be poor miſcraple Fellow if he ſtait 
any longer among em, and therefore took 
prutent Reſolutions to return home, and thus 
it was, that the Protikal mite pe truly fait 
to pe It and fount, 


AND now, my Peloſſed, woult it not af- 
fort Matters of Joys to any olt Phater a- 
mong ye, to haffe a Protikal Youth cat 
and alive; loft and fount, in the manner 
here repreſented ? and therefore well might 
the Phater in the Paraple ſay, It was meet 
to make merry, for it was ſurely a ffery 
merry Occaſion; and in hur way of think- 
ing twas ffery koot Apologies. 


Ox thing more, and hur has tone: Son, 
ſays the Phater, thou art effer with me, and 
all that I haffe is thine; this was but colt 
comfort, inteed, to the needy Shilt, that pe- 
cauſe efiery thing was his, he coult enjoy 
none of it. But 'tis the way of the Orld. 
A kreat many olt Phaters will keep all they 
haffe, and part with nothing *till they tie; 
and then ſome who pretend to haffe a kreat 
tcal

teal, leafe little or nothing pehind them, 
Their poor Poys, like the Elter Brother in 
the Paraples, may be teſpiſed and neglectet, 
neffer thought of at all, may keep Sheep or 
feed cattle, and meet with no fort of pity 
from their unnatural coftetous Phaters, who 
think it enough that they are er with them; 
that is, that they haffe em effer in their 
Mints; and haffe a concern for em (as it 
ſhoult ſeem py their Worts) but neffer ſhow 
it in koot Teeds : They'll holt Confferſa- 
tion apout 'em, tell what prave hopeful lads 
they pe, wiſh they may thrife and do well, 
marry kreat fortunes, liffe krand, and keep 
koot houſe, but part with not a penny of 
Money to make Settlement ; and fo ekot, 
peing put to their Shifts, they do any thing 
for a tirty Liffing till their Hearts are a'moſt 
proke, and then they may make preak too. 


Tuus, you ſee, my Peloffed, the Elter 
Prother hat nothing to hope but from the 
Phater's Teath, and pefore that happen't 
who knows but the Protikal mite wy the 
Supſtance, 


And now a Wort or two py way of Ap- 
plications ſhall conclute hur Preachment : — 
Py the untutiful Deportments of the Elter 
Prother

Prother towarts his Phater, and his Parba- 
rities to thoſe apout him, you may gather In- 
formations, that PoweR has ffery intoxica- 
cating Qualities, and that there is nothing 
more tangerous than to truſt a weak prain 
with more than it can pear ; for of all the 
Trunkards in the Orld thoſe that are trunk 
with Power haffe moſt Miſchiefs in em:
